After considering the case three weeks the 
Supreme court handed down an opinion sus- 
taining the action of Judge Grosscup in is- 
suing the injunction. : % 

Congress Takes a Hand. 

Long before this stage of the proceedings 
was reached charges were made in Chicago, 
Kansas City, and many other places throvugh- 
out the country that the beef trust wus ig- 
noring the injunction issued by Judge Gross- 
cup. The-suspicion that this was true was 
well founded, and so strong was the de- 
mand for an investigation to determine the 
facts that Representative Martin of South 
Dakota introduced in congress à resolution 
directing the secretary of commerce and 


labor to conduct an investigation. This in- 


vestigation was to determine whether or not 
the beef trust was disobeying the injunction 
as alleged. 


The resolution was adopted and the investi- | 


gation had been in progress about one year, 
when the agents of the of com · 
merce and labor came into the possession of 
evidence which showed conclusively that the 
injunction was being violated. From time to 
time the attorney general was advised of the 
'p of the investigation, and so much 
evidente was found that it was decided by the 

of justice to conduct one on its 
own account. | 


Agents of that department also found con- 


clusive evidence that the beef trust was 
flagrantly, persistently, and willfully ignor- 
ing the injunction of the United States Cir- 
cuit court affirmed by the United States Su- 
preme court.” This evidence was such that 
the attorney general decided again to prose- 
cute the beef trust. g 

This new prosecution will be for con- 
tempt of court for ignoring the injunction, 
but the owners of the packing houses will 
be indicted by the federal grand jury and will 
be required to go into ¢ourt and offer defense 
to the charge of violating the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

It is under this law that the former prose- 
cution was brought. By pursuing the course 
decided upon the federal court in Chicago 
will go into the merits of the case and evi- 
dence will be presented which will show, 
not only the operations of the beef trust and 
how the law relating to interstate commerce 
bas been violated, but will delve deeply and 
will bring into the light of day the details of 
rebating and rate discrimination that have 
attended the viclation of the anti-trust law. 


Grosscup’s Statement of Case. 


Recently Judge Grosscup, in discussing the 
decision of the United States Supreme court 
sustaining hie injunction, made this state- 
ment: 

„The principal question in the case before 
the Supreme court was whether tlle business 
of the stockyards, which consists of buying 
live stock throughout the various states of the 
west, and, after manufacturing it into meat, 
sending it to the different states of the coun- 
try and to Europe, is interstate commerce, 
so that it would be subject to the provisions 
and regulations of the Sherman law. 

It will be seen then that the Circuit court 
took advanced ground and that the ground 
has been sustained by the Supreme court. 
The real significance of the case, to my mind, 
though, relates to national incorporation, 
Heretofore it has been said, that no matter 
how large or how widely extended the prod- 


ucts of a manufactory. Were, if the manufac- 


tory itself were situated in one state it would 
not come within the body. of what is called 
interstate commerce, and, therefore, could 
not be incorporated or regulated by an act of 
the government. 

“That argument is now atanend. If the 
manufacture and sale in other states of a 
given product is interstate commerce, as the 
Supreme court decision says it is, it is amen- 
able to national legislation, and the instru- 
meritality that produces it can be incorpo- 
rated by the nation. That is a long step in 
advance.“

The matter of extending these leases for 
ten*yéars was discussed by the president and 
cabinet today, and the proposed investiga- 
tion of the trust also was considered. ' 

A new turn was given to the fight of 
Kansens ageinst the Standard Oil combina- 
tion by officers of the state legislature tele- 
graphing to President Roosevelt, and Speak - 
er Cannon, and other members Of the house, 
protesting against the renewal of the Foster 
lease. The lease now is controlled by the 
Indian Territory Illuminating Oil com 5. 
and embraces some 1.000 C00 acres of din 
the Osage Indian reservation. ; 

After e protests and conferences the 
statement authorized that the adminis- 
tration will stand by the limited extension 
of leases contained in the se amendment 
to the Indian appropriation bill. 

Indians Make a Protest. 

The objections of the Indians were pro- 
claimed in a statement issued by William T. 
Leahy, a member Of the council of the Osage 
tribe in Oklahoma. Leahy is one of ten In- 
dians who came to Washington to secure, 
among other things, adequate royalty for 
leases on their oil lands.

The original lease given to B. B. Foster for 


ten years, the statement says, was approved 
contrary to the wishes of the Indians. Leahy 
asks that the president order an investigation 
and says the Indians have been obliged to 
fight their battle alone and have been unable 
to secure the consent to employ assistance, 
which car’be done only with the approval of 
the interior department. 

The Indians were treated fairly before the 
housé committee on Indian affairs, the state- 
ment recites, but the senate committee de- 
clined to give their delegation a hearing, say- 
ing they could make their statement to the 
secretary of the interior. 


Blame Secretary Hitchcock. 
„The secretary of the interior,” continues 
the statement, assumed to represent us 
before that committee at that hearing and 
stated he would be in favor of renewing the 
iease on 480,000 acres of the territory on 
terms similar to those of the original lease— 
that is, with a royalty of 10 per cent to the 
Indians."’ 

It ie added that 680,000 acres cover the 
entire oil district of the territory owned by 
the tribe, and are all the oll company desires. 
The document takes issue with a statement 
attributed to the secretary of the interior 
that the Indians consented to such a com- 
promise. The original lease, it is stated, 
covered 1,500,000 acres. 

We relied upon the support of the depart- 
ment before congress, says Leahy, be- 
cause we have been led to believe the entire 
administration unalterably was opposed to 
the renewal of the lease, and we feel the 
Osage Indians have been dealt with unfairly 
and unjustly in the granting of a new lease 
on our oil lands without our consent or a 
provigion for a greater royalty than we now 
receive. 

Greater Royalty the Demand. 

We have understood that the Indian Ter- 
ritory Illuminating company is willing to 
pay us a greater royalty if we would consent 
to the renewal of the lease, bit the state- 
ment of the secretary of the interior before 
the committee on Indian affairs “was to the 
effect that the royalty now paid—that is, 
one-tenth ot that produced—was enough.“ 

The statement then says that what was 
said by the secretary before the committee 
cannot be reconciled with the statement in 
which he spoke of the original lease as an 
“unheard of monopoly and a public 
scandal.“ 

But right in the face of that statement.“ 
adds the Indian leader, he sanctions the 
renewal of the lease on 680,000 acres, or prac- 
tically the entire ofl district of the Osage 
nation, under exactly the similar terms of 
the original lease.” 

Roosevelt Approves New Leases. 

‘President Roosevelt and the cabinet de- 
cided at their meeting today that it would 
be unjust to some of the lessees not to ex- 
tend their rights to oil under the Indian 
lands. 

Both the president and Secretary Hitch- 
cock have received imtetters and in telegrams 
protests against the extension of the leases 
because it is urged the oil rights practically 
are controlled by the trust. Many of these 
protests have come from Kanes, one being 
received today by the president from the 
Kansas legislature. 


Hitchcock Makes Defense. 


Secretary Hitchcock told the cabinet it was 
not true the 680 000 acres agreed upon under 
the proposed renewal included all of the oil 
lands in the Osage reservation. He said it 
was likely all of the lands contained oll. 

In the discussion of the proposed investiga- 


tion of the operations of the oil trust in the 


Kansas field no definite conclusions, further 
than those already announced, were reached. 
If the facts developed by the inquiry should 
warrant action by the government it is cer- 
tain the matter will be brought by the presi- 
dent to the attention of the department of 
justice. . 
Talks on Kansas Objections. 

Senator Long conferred with the president 
in regard to the protest of the Kansas legis- 
lature against the renewal of the blanker 
lease of 1,500,000 acres of oil lands of the 
Osage Indian reservation.

man barely alive from the Virginia mine 
today practically shatteréd the hope that 
any of the men entombed by the explosion 
on Monday will survive. There is go hope 
for the living man found. 

The number caught in the shaft, it devel- 
oped today, was 160 instead of 13%, as at first 


supposed. 

If the worst fears should be realized 100 
families, numbering 300 children, will be left 
destitute. 

The Birmingham Commercial club this aft- 
ernoon inaugurated a ement to raise 
relief funds for the families ot the victims. 

The matter of burying the dead has be- 
come & serious problem, as there are not 
enough coffins in this part of the state to 
meet the demand, and undertakers have 
sent to far away cities for supplies. 


Can't Tell Negro from White. 

The corpses are 80 mangled that identi- 
fication is almost impossible. In many in- 
stances it is impossible to ascertain whether 
the body is that of a negro or white man. 

All day long at the mouth of the mine 
scores of women and children whose rela- 
tives were entombed watched and wept. 

One ot the most grewsome slights witnessed 
there was a man’s head being carried out of 
the mine in a dinner basket. It was found in 
this position, and the flesh was almost en- 
tirely burned away from the skull. Legs, 
arms, and mangled trunks were brought out 
in succession. 

After nightfall the entrance to the mine 
was converted into a chamber of horrors, the 
awfulness of which was intensified by the 
flickering of the lamps as the feeble rays fell 
upon the mangled and bleeding fragments of 
human flesh strewn about the entrance.

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SCHOOL FUND REAL ESTATE 
is SUBJECT TO TAXATION. 


Supreme Court to Decide Today That 
Leasing of It Removes the Property 
from the Statutory Exemption. - 


In a decision to be handed down by the 
state Supreme court at Springfield today, it 
will be held that school fund property held 
under lease must pay taxes. 

The court will reverse the opinion of Judge 
Orrin N. Carter and remand the cause to 
another hearing. It was contended by Judge 
Carter that the leasing of property did not 
remove it from the exemption as provided 
by the statuté, but the Supreme court wil! 
hold otherwise. The property affected by 
the decision is estimated to be wortn from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000, and will be taxe for 
the first time in twenty-five years. 

Technically, the Supreme court will hold 
that the taxes must be paid by ihe school 
board; but a clause in leases says that ine 
taxes shall be paid by the leasee.

Some time after we had started the alli- 
ance,’’ said M. Merou, “ I was invited by Mrs. 
Knowles to attend a reception given by the 
Club Francais at her home. There I spoke a 
few words of the most sincere encourage- 
ment. At my first visit to a club meeting I was 


asked to be the honorary president of the 


club and accepted. After that I visited the 
chub often, and on every suitable occasion 
since then the club has used my name as 
honorary president, and my words of encour- 
agement in its public advertisements. 

“In 1902 I went to France. To give a new 
special proof of my good feeling toward the 
Club Francais I voluntarily asked my gov- 
ernment to give the Academic Palms dec- 
orations to Mrs. Knowles in recognition of 
her work.“ 

M. Merou said he returned from France 
happy over his ability to reward Mrs. 
Knowles, only to find among his papers the 
letter from Mile. Favard, secretary of the 
Club Francais, to James H. Hyde. Another 
copy of the letter, he said, had been forward- 


of the alliance. : 
“Apology or No Decoration.” 


This letter was deemed insulting by both 
the board and myself, declared Consul 
Merou, and it placed upon me the obligation 
to get a letter of apology or retraction from 
the club, or, failing, to send the decoration I. 
had obtained back to France. Mrs. Knowles. 
and the club finally acceded to my demand.

The matter, which we deemed insulting, . 
had been written in consequence of difficul- 
ties between the Club Francais and . 
Maxime Ingres, dean of the Alliance. The 
elub bad claimed the right enjoyed by the 
Alliance, after its contract of corporation 
with the University of Chicago, to have uni- 
versity credits given to its members. A year 
previous and before the Alliance had become 
affliated with the university; Mrs. Knowles 
had asked me for the favor of having her 
club and the ANiance affiliated. I wrote to 
Paris recommending that the request be 
granted, and it was done. 

“The failure of the university to give 
credits to the club as it did to the Alliance 
seems to have been one of the causes of the 
letter written to Mr. Hyde. In that letter 
dean Ingres was specially attacked, and 
things were said which reflected seriously 
upon the administration of the Alliance.” 

Consul Merou declared that his relations 
with the club remained friendly after that 
until open warfare was declared by the 
club upon the Alliance.”’ : 


Denies the Stocking Story. 


In denying the charge that he had placeda 
$1,000 bill in the stocking of Mrs. Rinehart, 
M. Merou declared that the alliance in Chi- 
cago has been operated under two different 
administrations—under the first from 1898 to 
1901, and from then until now under the 
second. Under the first organization, he 
said. the statutés required that no funds 
should be received except from fees paid by 
pupils, and that 17 per cent of these fees 
should be used for administration and 83 per 
cent for payment of salaries to professors. 
This was to give the professors a personal 
interest in the success of the work, 

Unhappily.“ said M: Merou, after some 
months of suecess at a time when pupils were 
flocking to the alllance by hundreds the pres- 
ident, Mr. Furber, said he would be required 
to engage the services of a secretary in the 
person of a woman cousin of his, Mrs. Bes- 
sie Rinehart. He declared the necessity of 
giving her a salary which he at first fixed at 
$25, and finally at $75. After that Mr. Fur- 
ber explained that he could not continue the 
work without reducing the percentage al- 
lowed the teachers from 83 to 60 per cent. 

M. Merou said he opposed this change, 
whereupon Furber threatened to resign. 
There being no other man available for the 
place M. Merou said he was obliged to per- 
mit the change. 

Professors Dissatisfied. 

M. Merou declared that the policy of re- 
ducing the teachers’ percentage caused great 
diseatisfaction among the French profes- 
sors. 

“Complaints tending to dierupt the or- 
ganization were made, and finally Mrs. Rine- 
hart and Mr. Furber were attacked on 
charges I could not recognize as true, not 
being in a position to know, but neverthe- 
less complaints were sent to President Har- 
rer, and together withhese complaints were 
several pictures. We felt that these pictures 
‘would cause considerable discussion, so we 
thought it proper for the protection of the 
Alliance Francaise and for the lady herself 
to demand her resignation. I was chiefly 
instrumental in showing the necessity of this 
action.” 

Later, according to Consul Merou, Presi- 
dent Furber claimed that the alliance owed 
him $1,200 which he had paid in salary to 
Mrs. Rinehart. and a settlement of this 
claim was made for $500. A check was given 
tc Mr. Furber for 61.000, and in return he 
gave the alliance a check for $500. 

„It was to appear, declared Consul Merou, 
“that he had been paid $1,000, It may have 
been this 81.000 deal that started the rumor 
of the stocking. I opposed the payment of 
the claim, and the settlement was made at 
a meeting at which I was not present.”

MAY OF LAW. 


Benjamin Feinberg, 17 Years Old, 
Done a Great Injustice, Jailer Whit- 
man Declares—Convicted of Rob- 
bery Which Another Man Has Con- 
fessed, He Is Taken to Pontiac After. 
Praying for Release — Pathetic 
Scene Marks His Departure. 


Innocent in the eyes of ‘his jailers, but 
found guilty by a jury, Benjamin Feinberg, | 
17 years old, was taken to the Pontiac re- 
formatory yesterday to serve an indefinite 
term, 

Early in the afternoon Jailer Whitman 
told Feinberg, more commonly known as 
Kid Farmer,“ to prepare to go to Pontiac 
at once, 

But I am innocent,” protested the pris- 
oner. Mr. Whitman shook his head. “I 
have no choice,” he explained. “ I must 
take you, although I believe you innocent.” 

Feinberg was left alone in the schoolroom, 
and a few minutes later, when the teacher, 
Mrs. Mary Clift, member of the Lake View 
Woman's club, entered she found the boy 
on his knees in a corner of the room praying 
aloud. At length, overcome by grief, he fell 
on the floor and wept aloud. 


Watch Boy Prisoner Praying: 
Mrs Clift stood at the door watching the 
boy for some time. Then she sent for Mr. 
Whitman. They attempted to console the 
boy, but without avail. He continued to weep | 
and to declare his innocence. 

When the time came to go he shook | 
hands silently with all the guards. Tou 
kpow I am hot guilty,” he said to each one 


and they agreed with him. 
The story of the youth's conviction is un-

There was noth- 
ing else for me to do, however, but to send 
him to Pontiac. as the order of the court 
never was changed. The boy is innocent and

the house committee this afternoon the sen- 
ate charter committee in a five minute ses- 
sion voted to report out the origina! bill, the 
one framed by former Judge Hiram T. an- 
bert and a committee of the charter con- 


vention. 
The senate action turned out to be a joke 
. framers and advocates of the substi- 
tute bill, as about the time the senate com- 
mittee was disposing of the matter Robert 
McMurdy was explaining to the house com- 
mittee that Judge Carter would be down to- 
morrow to figure out the merits of the bill 
before the senate committee. 


Joke on the Other Faction. 


Mr. Gilbert, who had just come from a 
meeting on the other side of the ball, was 
Une Brer Fox in the story. He jest lay low 
and say nothin’.” After a while he made a 
reply to the argument of the other side and 
read several amendments to the origina! bill 
which had been prepared. He said nothing 
about the fact that these had been incor- 
porated in the bill the senate committee had 
voted out. Supporters of the second meas- 
ure were left in blissful ignorance of the fact 
tuat their chance before the senate commit- 
tee Was gone. 

The house committee enjoyed the scrap be- 
tween the two camps of charter advocates. 
Most of the unkind things that the opposing 
lawyers said about and to each other were 
prefaced by explanations and followed by a 
semi-apology, but they were unkind never- 
theless. . 

The amended municipal courts bill, which 
eliminated the common pleas features of the 
original bill, was supported by Amos C. 
Miller, George A. Mason, and Mr. McMurdy. 
Mr. Gilbert represented the; original bill. 
-- Gives Digs to Bill’s Opponents. 

After all the advocates of the amended bill 
had presented their cases Mr. Gilbert replied 
and gave the other faction a number of digs. 

“I'd just point out to you a sequence of 
events,” he said. First, the original bill 
was introduced. Then, after some time, 
comes a bill providing for an increase in the 
number of Supetior court judges, and after 
that -this amended bill. These gentlemen 
have said they do not represent those who 
want the Increase in judges, and we shall 
have to accept their word. But I would call 
ycur attention to the sequence in events and 
to the fact that if the origina! bill were passed 
it would make impossible an increase in the 
number of Superior court judges.”’ ‘ 

Again, after some comparison of the two 
bills, Mr. Gilbert returned to the subject of 
motives. 

Hints at Corporate Influence. 

“Why do these gentlemen put themselves 
in the position of men working for the cor- 
porat ions?“ he asked. They have elim- 
inated from the original bill all provisions 
for action for torts. Such action usually is 
against a corporation for damages to a poor 
man, I don’t say these gentlemen are work- 
ing for corporations. They are honorable 
men, but I ask why they eliminated this pro- 
vision, which would enable the poor man to 
get his case tried in fifteen days and have it 
disposed of altogether in four months?” 

Again, Mr. Gilbert made a digression to 
give his opponents a dig. The point had 
been made that under the jury system pro- 
posed in the bill there would be no change 
from present conditions and that the justice 
court juries with all their atmospheres of 
corruption would be retained. as 


Evils in Upper Courts Als. 

We have corrupting influences in the up- 
per courts,”’ said Mr. Gilbert. “‘ Our mas- 
ters in chancery are good and honorable men, 
but we are suspicious of them. If Mr. Mc- 
Murdy wants a case given to Master Brown, 
I am suspicious that he has influence with 
Master Brown. In our own bar associations 
we have men who set up a great howl about 
jury bribing and who, I suspect, send railroad 
passes to the judges. Then they go to meet- 
ings to denounce jury bribing.” 

Mr. Gilbert asserted no one concerned W... 
the framing of the original bill had any as- 
pirations to secure a judgeship under it. 

We have not tried to please the lawyers, 
he said. “ We have tried to please the peo- 
ple. We have two large municipal corpora- 
tions, both in hard straits. Our people are 
groaning under a burden of taxes. Our duty 
is not to please the lawyers but to relieve 
the people. We have provided a system 67 
courts which will clear the Superior and Cir- 
cult court dockets in two years and which 
can be supported on our own revenue. 


Judges to Kept Busy. . 
“The amended bill vides for nothing but 
justice courts over again. It will relieve 
neither the courts nor the litigants.“ 
The difference between the two bills is 
that’ the one framed by Mr. Gilbert, John 


S. Miller, John P. Wilson, Judge Tuley, and 


others provides for a Common Pleas court 
of record, with jurisdiction concurrent with 
that of the Circuit and Superior courts, and 
for branch courts, which will be city courts. 
The plan is to have the judges work on 
police and justice of the peace cases as 
long as they are needed and haye them 
give the rest of their time to higher cases. 

The bill drawn by Mr. McMurdy and backed 
by Samuel Alschuler, Judge Carter, and 
others, eliminates all provision for a Com- 
mon Pleas court and creates city courts, re- 
taining the justice court procedure as far 
as possible, but elevating the tone of the 
courts by abolishing the fee system and pre- 
venting abuses. 


Declares Bill Unconstitutional. 

In support of the amended bill it was ar- 
gued that the constitutionality of the munici- 
pal courts bill is a question yet to be passed 
on by the Supreme court. 

*“ There are eighteen particulars,” said Mr. 
Miller, in which the original bill attempts 
to enlarge, restrict, or prescribe procedure 
in other courts. That will make it unconsti- 
tutional.“ 

Mr. Miller declared the operation of the 
proposed law would make necessary another 
Appellate court, and thus take away three 
more judges from the other courts. With 
Mr. Mason and Mr. McMurdy he denied posi- 
tively that there was any connection be- 
tween the amended bill and the bill for addi- 
tional Superior court judges. 

With regard to jury corruption in the pres- 
ent justice courts, Mr. McMurdy said that in 
one case in which his partner was interested, 
and in which a favorable judgment had been 

secured. five or six jurors came to his office 
afterward and asked what was in it for them. 
He asked for a delay on the municipal courts 
measure, saying it was the most important 
legislation to come before the assembly. 

It concerns the law business of 150,000 
poor persons in Chicago,“ declared the speak- 
er before the committee. “ The evils of delay 
cannot compare with the evils of mistakes, 

It has been our principle to make as few 
changes as possible untli it has been found 
whether the law is constitutional. Ifitis you 
can tack on the Common Pleas court. 


All Jurors Must Qualify. | 
Mr. Gilbert then presented some of the 
amendments to the origina: bill which have 
been included.in the senate bill as reported 
out by the committe:. One provides that 
the chief justice shall ass to the Common 
Peas court only such judges as may not be 
needed in the city courts. Another provides 
that jurors in city courts shall have the same 
qvalifications as jurors in the Circuit court. 
Another providcs a third of the judges shall 
be elected every two years. 

The house committee in conclusion re- 
ferred both bills to a subcommittee. In the 
senate this morning Senator Humphrey in- 
troduced the sudetitute municipal courts bill, 
abolishing the Common Pleas feature, along 
the lines of the anmietided bouse bill.

There is little doubt that the practice of 
granting tebates to favored shippers by 

railroads is less prevalent now than former- 
ly. One reason of this is that the Elkins 
law; passed in 1903, was mainly designed to 
prevent such infractions of the interstate 
commerce law as rebates and discrimina- 
tins, which are classed as misdemeanors. | 
t made it easier to reach and punish these 
offenses, even if it did abolish the penalty of 
imprisonment and make the imposition of 
fines the only punishment.

At the same time 
the city authorities are planning to disſigure 
the boulevard by the erection of a police 
station—a sort of jail—at the corner of Four- 
teenth street. They can see nothing objec- 
tionable in the appearance of patrol wagons 
and black marias on a pleasure drive.

Much has said during his lifetime and 
since his death concerning hie bad points, 
anc he has been painted in the blackest colors 
as the evil genius of the char.

eral of Moscow, a demand which was granted 
after some delay, owing to the aifficulties of 
getting rid of old Prince Dolgoroukottf.

Moscow benefited rather than otherwise 
from the change. For the grand duke and 
grand duchess lived there in a considerable 
amount of state, and maintained a court that 
was quite viceregal In its splendor. This had 
the effect of attracting all the older and 
more conservative element of the Russian 
nobility from their country seats to Moscow, 
where they reopened their palaces and be- 
gan once more to entertain, trade, of course, 
deriving much benefit therefrom.

Disguised as a 
peasant or a beggar, he would go about the 
streets, get himself locked up by the police,

betide the tradesman who gave him short 
measure or bad bread. He was equally se- 
vere on chemists and doctors who refused to 
provide medicine or to attend dying people 
when rung up at night, and during the fam- 
ine in the winter of 1801-1892 he, with the 
help of his wifé, saved many thousands of 


for the relief of distress. 

To say that he was dishonest, or that he 
ever benefited in the slightest degree by the 
corruption that undoubtedly existed among 
the officials under his orders at Moscow is 
ridiculous. For he was one of the wealthiest 
members of the imperial family, and as the 
favorite son of the late empress, whose pro- 
nounced religious views he shared, and 
whom he accompanied on her pligrimage to 
Jerusalem, inherited at her death nearly the 
whole of the colossal fortune which she had 
amassed since the day when she came to 
St. Petersburg as a penniless princess. This 
being the case, it will be seen that the tales 
printed since his death to the effect that he 
misappropriated the Red Cross funds are pre- 
posterous. 

Sergius devoted himself heart and soul. 
in fact. to his duties of governor general of 
Moscow, which he fulfilled most conscien- 
tiously according to his own lights, and cer- 
tainly did his utmost to check and punish the 
dishonesty and the malfeasance of the offi- 
claldom by which he was surrounded. 

Of course he was intolerant in matters of 
faith and of policy. He believed, like all 
Russians of the old school, and who are im- 
bued with pan-Slav doctrines, that Russia is 
unfitted for western institutions, and that the 


government. And in his family he was a 
kind hearted man. For after the death of 
his sister-in-law, Grand Duchess Paul, he 
adopted her children, and brought them up 
as his own. At Paris he was almost un-. 
known. Its gayeties did not appeal to him, 
and the French felt for this tall, remarkably 
thin man, with the severe face, furrowed 
with many heavy lines, lighted up by eyes 
small, though gull of fire, none of that sym- 
pathy which they entertain for the other 
princes of the reigning house of Russia. 

Sergius was devoted to the czar—in his own 
fashion—and probably entertained for him 
more G unselfish affection devoid of 
any question of self-interest, than any other 
of the grand dukes. Emperor Nicholas knew 
this, and lost no opportunity of showing him 
his confidence and regard. Indeed, the last 
token thereof was given only the other day, 
when, on the recommendation of Sergius, he 
appointed the latter's nominee, Boulyguin. 
to the post of minister of the interior, and 
Trepoff. who had been chief of police at 
Moscow, to the governor generaiship of St. 
Petersburg, with the powers of a dictator. 

There is no doubt that Sergius will be pro- 
foundly mourned by the emperor and em- 
press, who knew him so well, by his brothers- 
In-law. Prince Henry of Prussia and the 
grand duke of Hesse, with whom he got on 
splendidiy, and by his adopted children— 
they include, besides the offspring of nis 
brother Paul, the illegitimate son of his 
other brother, the Grand Duke Alexis (a 
young fellow who bears the name of Prince 
Belowski), and the. half-brother of his wife, 
born of her father’s brief morganatie union 
to Mme. de Kalomine—all of whom found in 
him a tender and indulgent father. There 
are likewise many poor people at Moscow 
whose wants he has relieved, and whose 
wrongs he had redressed, who will grieve at 
his death. But elsewhere the regret caused 
by his assassination will not be either deep 
or sincere. He wasso little understood. But 
everywhere the most profound sympathy 
will be felt for the widowed grand duchess.

A New Kundry. 


There was a new Kundry seen in the 
„Parsifal performance last ¢vening at the 
Illinois. Miss Florence Wickham, a young 
American girl who has but recently returned 
from Germany, where she had some experi- 
ence on the operatic stage, undertook the 
trying role and acquitted herself with dis- 
tinct credit. To say that she did not exhaust 
the musical and histrionic possibilities of 
the complex characteris only to say that she 
did not accomplish what no singer who has 


} attempted the part ever yet has accom- 


plished. Kundry ie a character virtually im- 
possible of complete portrayal, for it has 
been so inconsistently drawn by Wagner, 
with so many contradictions and so many 
opposing elements, that the more it is studied 
the more perplexing and more vague in out- 
line it becomes. 

Every singer who has appeared in it—from 
Materna to Miss Wickham—hae been obliged 
to content herself with portraying only cer- 
tain dominating characteristics of this weird 
woman of Wagner's fantasy, and let pass 
unnoticed the widely varying and often con- 
tradictory lesser elements im her nature. 
Miss Wickham last evening showed clearly 
that she had studied the role carefully and 
intelligently, and, although ber stage expe- 
rience clearly had not been sufficiently wide 
to enable her to express convincingly all 
that she seemed to feel, her work in both the 
first and the second acts had much in it to win | 
commendation and to interest and convince. 
She makes a handsome temptress and she 
moves with a certain sinuous grace that 
well fits the character. 

Vocally the young singer is finely endowed 
by nature, and it is earnestly to be hoped for 
the future of her voice that she may wait 
several years yet before devoting herself 
to Wagnerian music drama. She delivered 
the fearfully difficult music of the second 
act with commendable accuracy, an agree- 
able degree of tonal beauty, and with as much 
smoothness as the jagged vocal line makes 
possible. Her voice is not yet powerful 
enough to make her work in all the climaxes 
of the scene wholly satisfying, and a method 
ef tone production not always all that it 
should be in the matter of freedom lessens 
the effectiven of certain phrases. But 
the young singer merits hearty commenda- 
tion for accomplishing what she did in so 
trying a part, and the promise for satisfac- 
tory work from her in more favorable fields 
seems bright. 

The cast otherwise was the same as was 
heard the opening night of the engagement.

New York, Feb. 21.—The proposed railway 
rate legislation by congress was condemned 
by President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad in an ad- 
dress at the annual meeting of the company 
which was held heregoday. This extreme 
legislation President Truesdale character- 
ized as “socialistic and unamerican,” and 
declared that if carried into éffect practically 
would amount to confiscation of the railroad 
properties by the government. 

“It is difficult to understand said he. 
“why with such general prosperity as pre- 
Vails at this time agitation so active and 
acute should have sprung up at Washington 
demanding the immediate passage of extreme 
legislation by congress taking from the rail- 
ways the power to make their own rates on 
interstate traffic and lodging this power in 
the hands of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The railway interests practicaay 
are a unit in favoring the strict enforcement 

existing laws or the enactment of others 
to prevent the payment of rebates or any of 
the several forms of discrimination which 
have been more or less prevalent and justly 
have been condemned. 

With equal unanimity, however, they in- 
sist that these evils will not be eradicated t~

In the Thirteenth ward the McLean sup- 
porters succeeded in depositing 104 votes, 
when the Larkin workers were caught nap- 
ping. A riot ensued, and several members 
of the election board began a free for all 
fight. The police arrested the board. On 
the way to the police station Patrick W. 
Dwyer, one of the board, died of heart dis- 


ease. 

Sheriff’ James W. Dickson and his deputies 
had a number of hand to hand encounters 
with the police. No one was seriously in- 
jured in these fights.

Mr: Bryan. They planned the defeat of Mr. 
Roosevelt through the election of Judge Par- 
ker as a gold standard leader, and only aban- 
doned the latter as the canvass progressed, 
when he turned kaleidoscope and made him- 
self a leader of the proletariat. 

It will be a hard choice for the railroads: 
and in their desperation they may prefer 
Bryan to La Follette, and may have power 
enough to turn the scale. To avert a possi- 
ble calamity thus foreshadowed, republican 
efforts should be steadily dinected by con- 
gress and the executive toward the protection 
of the people from oppression by the money 
power. 

Enormous Overcapitalization. 
Ot the $12,000,000,000 of railroad capital 
in the United States, $8,000,000,000 would rep- 
resent the actual value, and $4,000,000,000 is 
excessive valuation and overcapitalization. 


1 the efforts of railroad managers to pay 
terest and dividends which, at 5 per cent, 
would be $600,000,000 annudlly? . 
Government ownership of all the rail- 
roads is not impossible if the people of this 
country become fully alive to the iniquity 
of the present system of corrupt railroad 
control of rates a rebates, of politics and 
government. If thé government should ac- 
“quire a railroad system for $8,000,000,000, as 
it might, it could borrow money at 3 per cent 
and the tax upon the public would be only 
$240,000,000 annually, as against 5 per cent 
on $12,000,000,000, or $600,000,000. 

Would not the people who use the rail- 
roads be immense gainers from a $360,000,000 
reduction every year in railroad rates? 


Have Direct Government Power. 
The simplest method of securing reason- 
able rates would be to introduce the direct 
power of the government into the manage- 
ment of railroad corporations carrying inter- 
state passengers. and freight; then by the 
appointment of a number of government 
directors for each railroad corporation and 
by the ulrement that rates shall be fixed 
only with the approval of a majority of such 


directors. 
The Union Pacific railroad had, as a part 


directors. <A prohibition by congress of in- 
terstate traffic not carried on by companies 
having government directors with the power 
stated, would be entirely free from constitu- 
tional objection, and the state legislatures 
would readily codéperate in providing for 
such directors in corporations chartered by 


states. 
Congress, however, is doubtless unpre- 
pared to adopt either of these schemes.“

In no one department pf women's 2 
the need greater than a wider knowledge o 
domestic economy and better and more defi- 
nitely trained house servants. This problem, 
that has baffled the efforts of housekeepers 
for generations in America, is in a fair way 
of being solved right here in Berlin. 

” Civilization has created conditions much 
the same in Nurope as in America, although 
Americans are much inclined to believe theirs 


| is the only gountry that bas these dimiculties 


to meet. 

The German women's clubs are organiza- 
tions devoted almost exclusively to social 
life, but in the vereins or unions, which cor- 
respond in a way to the departments of 
American women's clubs, is real progressive 
work done. The members of each verein. 
and there are some twenty Or thirty in Ber- 
lin alone, concentrate their efforts upon some 
one cause for the betterment of 8 and 
women in particular. 

Domestic science appeals . particularly 
strong to German women. who have little op- 
gortunity to ufilige their talents in other 
directions ln a public way. Politics is strictly 


acquisition. To the more practical ones, 
those who have talent for organization and 
philénthropy ih its broader meaning, the field 
science offers splendid opportu: 


In various parts of Berlin there aré schools 
where household economy is taught in all its 
branches. These are not limited to a single 
class of students, but attract the better class 
of girls as well as the peasant. In some of 
these schools they work side by side; in others 
separate instruction is offered. Nor are they 
for the sole benefit of town residents. Young 
women are drawn from all parts cf Germany, 
occasionally contributing a 
pu 

One group of these schools is devoted strict- 
ly to those requiring practical training for 
service, in order that they may earn their 
living. The aim is to give sufficient instruc- 
tion in simple cooking and housekeeping to 
such girls who are not longer obliged to at- 
tend day school (this is up to the age of 14) 


„and who cannot receive that instruction in 


their own families. The course is practical 
and theoretical, and extends over a period of 
six months. By means of this course they 
should be able to make a good tasty and sub- 
stantial meal with the smaliest of means and 
learn the management of a small household. 
Usually they learn to provide for four per- 
sons. 

The instruction begins in the morning at 8 
o'clock and lasts until 3 in the afternoon; the 
pupils are not allowed to leave the rooms un- 
til everything is clean and in order again. 
On Sundays and holidays the school is closed. 
The pupils pay 8 marks, or 756 cents, en- 
trance money, and each week 1 mark (5 
cents) for gitls who do only cooking. Caps 
and aprons they receive free. In each schoo! 
there exist three scholarships. The largest 
number of scholars in a school fs twenty. 
Every day the girls write down for them- 
selves the recipes of.the food which the 
help prepare, also anything specia) that t 
teacher may have told them concerning the 
cooking of it, as well as the cost of the meal. 
It is also required that the girls learn to make 
use of food left over. 

On holidays they are required to make cakes 
or food of some sort for themselves or their 
family at their own expenee. Besides cook- 
ing, the girls have instruction in other house- 
work, such as washing, froning, scrubbing, 
cleaning, etc. Those who take the full Arx 
months’ course are examined at the end of 
this period, and, if satisfactory, are given a 
prize in the form of @ savings bank book with 
a deposit of money. 

The dinner prepared each day is served not 
only to the girls but also to outside women, in 
the special dining room of the school. A meal 
ticket for the week costs a trifle over 50 cents. 
The boarders are workers in factories, clerks, 
ironers, milliners, and sewing women. 

The practical and theoretical instruction 
is intrusted to competent teachers under the 
genera] supervision of the directors from the 
verein which established them. A director 
is in dally attendance at each school, of which 
there are now eight, and every prospect this. 
number will be increased and their scope en- 
larged from the enthusiastic accounts given 
of the work, It is impossible to estimate the 
value of this instruction. It cannot do other- 
wise than raise the standards of living and at 
the same time teach practical] lessons in econ- 
omy and give to those in domestic service the

definite training. 

As to the phenomanally low prices paid for 
food—the whole question of wages, cost of 
living, ¢te., differ go tremendously from the 
same in America the subject does not admit 
of superficial treatment. 

There ie another school established on a 
much larger basis. known es the Lotte- 
Verein, whose scope le much broader and 
which appeals to a clase of women higher tn 
the social scale. This inatitution offers in- 
struction to young women in housekeeping 
in ite various departments, the same as the 
one previously mentioned. The tuition is 
$240 for a coufee of one-year, but the young 
women live In the house and everything is 
provided for them. 

In this institution, whose building covers 
an immense square, the attendance runs into 
the thousands, and all branches of work open 
to women, including commercial training, 
photography, bookbinding, decorative art, 
and handicrafts of all kinda, in fact.anything 
that a young woman can put her hand to in 
order to earn a Hing. is offered for an ex- 
ceedingly small eum. A pension 4s main- 
tained for those who do not participate in the 
domestic training, thus utilizing the services 
of those who are there for that purpose. Thie 
is another bit of leaven that is raising and 
lightening the whole mass of society. Women 
in good circumstances come here to learn for 
themselves how to best manage and maintain 
their homes. 

The same wide variety of restaurants to 
choase from is offered heré as in America, 
from the cheap free lunch with a of 
beer or cognac to the high class hotel or 
restaurant where the menu is confined to 
French cuisine. Prices vi just as much 

from extreme cheapness tO the opposite. 
Where comparison may be made, however, 
is In the middle class, that which appeals 
to those in moderate circumstances and 
which is the average mean of living. 

The Germans have the advantage. Prices 
are lower, but that goes without saying. 
‘The actual advantage lies in the excellent 
manner in which the food is cooked and 
served. The immaculate waiter usually 
gives his individual attention to your wants 
and comforts. A tip? Yes; that is expected, 
and after one has been in Europe six months 
one becomes reconciled to this institution, 
for it is one of such antiquity it is simply im- 
possible for a progressive American to with - 
stand the tide of custom. 7 

There are two distinct classes of res- 
taurants. Wine and beer; in the former beer 
id not sold, nor is wine in the latter. There 
ig no rule regarding beer drinking in a beer 
restaurant. A German and his beer are too 
closely allied to require Bny, but in a wine 
restaurant one is supposed to order wine 
with a meal, and, if not, to be charged for it 
whether or no. As wine is a little more 
aristocratic, according to mortal ideas, the 
average wine restaurant is looked upan aga 
trifle higher class, although the food in both 
is much the same. ; 

Next in order are the higher class hot 
where the service and cuisine are — 2 
and can in no sense be considered representa - 
tive German. The Germans have borrowed 
cafés from France and Austria. The con- 
ditores, or fancy bakery, is a mixture of all 
three countries, The cafés cater mostly to 
the leisure class, who frequent them for aft - 
ernoon coffee and cakes. A of 
the day is spent by the German in the con- 
suming of food. It Is not always the quan- 
tity, but the time spent, which is in marked 
contrast to the limited amount the average 
American allows himself. Perhaps the Ger- 
mans live longer, and in this seem to get more 
out of life. 

The formalities and social amenities of life 
receive much greater emphasis in Eurgpe 
than in Americm In the latter country the 
neglect of these may be laid to the old com- 
plaint—lack of time. When men meet so- 
clally the formality of an introduction is 
waived, and a German when desiring to.meet 
a stranger bows low, at the same time pro- 
nouncing his own surname. One of the most 
common expressions with Germans ip the 
way of a greeting is “ maizeit." It is quite 
untranslatable, being a surviving remnant of 
a sentenee mean!
